Annual Number of NOVA Graduates 


• The annual number of students who graduated from NOVA increased between the 2013-14 and 
2015-16 academic years, but decreased in subsequent years (Figure 1).

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Number of Associate Degrees Awarded 


• In each of the 2012-13 through 2016-17 academic years, NOVA awarded more associate 
degrees than the median of its peer institutions (Figure 2). 

• In the 2016-17 academic year, NOVA awarded 2,388 more associate degrees than the 
median of its peer institutions.

Number of Certificates Awarded 


• In each of the 2012-13 through 2016-17 academic years, NOVA awarded more certificates than 
the median of its peer institutions (Figure 3). 

• In 2016-17, NOVA awarded 1,022 more certificates than the median of its peer institutions.
